1 . Defendant Lee A. Calhoun ("CALHOUN"), a resident of the State of Maryland, 
worked for COMPANY A, a for-profit corporation registered in the District of Columbia that 
provided accounting, management consulting, and tax services. CALHOUN worked at 
COMPANY A's main office in the District of Columbia, where he served as a principal in the 
management and consulting division since in or about 2000. 

2. EXECUTIVE A, a resident of the District of Columbia, was a named partner, 
Chairman and Chief Executive Officer, and the majority owner of COMPANY A. EXECUTIVE 
A worked at COMPANY A's main office in the District of Columbia. 
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COUNT ONE 
(Contributions in the Name of Another) 

3. The allegations in paragraphs 1 and 2 of this Information are alleged and 
incorporated by reference herein. 

4. During the 201 1 calendar year, in the District of Columbia and elsewhere, 

defendant CALHOUN, aided and abetted by others known and unknown, did knowingly and 

willfully violate the law by making contributions and causing contributions to be made in the 

names of others, including his name and his spouse's name, to a federal campaign committee for 

a candidate running for the United Stales House of Representatives, aggregating $2,000 and 

more, but less than $10,000, when defendant CALHOUN knew that the contributions were, in 

truth and in fact, being made by EXECUTIVE A and COMPANY A.
